Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph; the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b); and the rejection of claims 1, 8, 11-14 under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 59 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 
first paragraph, for failing to comply with the written description requirement, for the reasons stated in the Office Action of 1 0/5/07 and for 
the reasons set-forth below. In the reply of 2/22/08, Applicant states that claim 59 had not been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph. Applicant further points-out that claim 59 has a limitation of at least 95% identity to a sequence. The arguments found in the 
Reply of 2/22/08 have been carefully considered, but are not deemed persuasive. In regards to the statement that claim 59 had not been 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph, claim 59 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph (see first line of page 3 of the 
Office Action of 10/5/07). Further, following Example 14 of the Written Description Guidelines, it is noted that claims reciting 95% homology 
AND a function were not rejected for lacking written description. However, following Example 13 of the Written Description Guidelines, 
claims drawn to variants that lack recitation of a function were rejected . 
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
